Los Angeles Produce Market 
Coincident with an increasing scar­ 
city of Mexican tomatoes, the first ship­ 
ments of the product are reaching the 
local m arket from the Imperial val­ 
ley. 
Although a few of the tomatoes 
from that region had already been re ­ 
ceived, the first 
considerable 
con­ 
signment—fifty crates in all—came in 
yesterday. Dealers believe that Mexi­ 
can tomatoes will henceforward not 
be received in quantity, as a 
great 
deal of difficulty attends the work of 
getting the fruit to market in 
this 
country, and when it arrives it is not 
always in the best of condition. 
Nev­ 
ertheless. Mexican tomatoes command 
a small premium over the 
Imperial 
Valley product, being quoted at $2.35 
a crate, against $2.00 to $2.25 in the 
case of the latter. It will not be long 
until large 
quantities 
of 
tomatoes 
from the valley and from local sec­ 
tions will be received. 
New potatoes are ruling rather easy, 
at 60 to 70 cents a lug. Receipts are 
liberal. 
Old spuds are rather inactive 
and scarce. 
The Oregon product is 
quoted at $1.65 a hundred. Asparagus 
is arriving in carload lots, and sells 
at 3% cents a pound, the lowest price 
for several seasons. 
Some 
of 
the 
"grass” is even reported to be selling 
at lower prices. Summer squash is at 
60 to 65 cents, a moderate rate for 
this time. Corn is bringing around 50 
cents a dozen, and is gradually 
be­ 
coming more plentiful. 
About twenty-five crates of canta­ 
loupes—“ponies” and “specials” were 
received by one firm in the past two 
days. 
Tuesday the 
ponies 
brought 
$7.50 a crate, but Wednesday the price 
was reduced to $5, while the specials 
sold at $2.50. 
This is the first ship­ 
ment of any size from Imperial Val­ 
ley, where a great season will soon be 
in full swing.
